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Loch Achray, although but small, is one of the most 
charming little lakes in Scotland. At its head commences 
that beautiful tract of the Highlands known as the 
Trossachs, while from its shores rises the majestic rugged 
Ben Venue, soaring heavenward to the height of 2,393 feet.
